CHURCH OIGNITMIES 



Last of Garrison of Imperial 
Palace Surrender To Young 
Turk Forces 



Conctantlnoijlo, April 2G. — The dc 
position of , Sultan Abdul Ilamid ap- 
pears now to be ce-.-taln, and the 101 
guns saluting Mohammed Rechad ]3t- 
fcndl as the new ruler of the empire, 
will probably be heard before tho sc- 
laniik on Friday. The dignitaries oC 
tho church care as little for Abdul 
Hanild as do the commltteo of Union 
and . Progress, but the higher clerg/ 
are seeking • to curb tho agitation ot 
enthusiasts' - of the Mohammedan 
League, Senators and depiities ■ who 
liave Inquired among ulemas'-'flnd in- 
dliTercnce In regard to the sultan's re- 
moval. A caucus of senators and de- 
puties today determined to make an 
effort to -compel 'him to abdicate under 
the ecclesiastical l.aw', by the terms 
of which a (loceo maj- bo Issued by the 
Shelk-ul-Islam, the highest authority 
ot :.Moliitnnncdanism next to the sul- 
tan, pronouncing the sultan incapable 
to rule. 

Tlio grounds upon which the Issu- 
ance of a canonical rescript will be de- 
termined are that tho sultan's supre- 
macy Is harmful to tho "church, con- 
trary to the sacred law and unjust to 
tho Turkish people. The programme 
as agreed upon at the caucus Is that 
a demand shall be made for tho al)- 
dication of Abdul JIamid, simultane- 
ously from tho highest court of the 
church, from tho national assembly 
.iiid from tho military chiefs. The 
sultan will bo offered a jittlaoe and 
liberal allowance. 

Consult Church Authorities, 

Tho parllarnentary leaders wish to 
discuss tile programme at a public sit- 
ting before they approach tho Shelk- 
ul-Islam on the subject, for- It Is with 
tills man, who lives an a rule a life of 
mysterious and seml-lioly character. 
In tho poi)ular belief, that tho dlfli- 
culty lies. He Is not likely to act 
without giving serious consideration to 
tills Important matter, taking counsel 
With thei.principal ulemas and seeking 
the oplniBn> of •tho -.wlsesfcidnd most 
powerful .,men In . this ..church. •. 
. - o^e constitutionalists ^liav^e.^^ no wish 
to oppose ecclesiastical' authority, or 
to uhderistate' the support of a ma- 
jority of wise men, and if they strong- 
ly appose the abdication of the sul- 
tan, it would hardly be insisted upon 
at present, although this is regarded 
as tho simplest course to avoid fur- 
ther complications with Abdul Ham Id. 

Mohammed Rechad Effcndl, the heir 
apparent to tho throne, who wc"!d 
probably be Hclectcd for the accession, 
has lived pr;ictlcally a prisoner for 
tW(Uity-live years in the largi; palace 
and garden not far from Y'lldlz Kiosk. 
Since the July revolution, liowever, 
he lias often been In tho streets of 
Constantinople, looking from tho car- 
rlagi! windows upon tlic scones In tho 
thoroughfares, which must have been 
strangely Interesting to him. He is 
gray haired, and not very strong. He 
la sixty-five yeas of age and well edu- 
cated, although Inexperienced In the 
affairs of the world. 

Final Surrender. 

Tills afternoon witnessed the fln.al 
act In the siege of the Ylldlz, General 
.Schefket, commander of the constitu- 
tionalists, overawing tho Albanians 
Into surrender. Tills force, which was 
comivjsed of 200 men, was stationed In 
tlio imperial palace. The Albanians 
were not engaged in the lighting on 
Satjirday, but they persistently refused 
to lay down their arms. General 
Schefektasent up, a strong body of 
Macedohians, and six" field pieces were 
i)laced in a prbmlneht 'position above 
tho palace. Other guns were disposed 
on the neighboring heights, while 
troops commaddod all the approaches. 
Tho red flag continued to fly defiantly 
until two o'clock, when tho v,-atcher3 
saw It dropping slowly down tho llag- 
polo, making place for a white one, a 
token of surrender. A few minutes 
later a crowd ot fugitives wore seen 
pouring down tho dusty road leading 
to Boshlmtash, where they were fast- 
ened together 'wUli ropes and conduct- 
ed under a military escort to tlie head- 
quarters of tho commission of enquiry. 
Sevi^re Treatment. 

The Salonikans show great severity. 
Many of tho arrested softas credited 
with being reactionaries, have been 
brutally treated, and others, concern- 
ing whose loyalty there is doubt, huvo 
not entirely Escaped. The vigorous 
search continues, even into the Euro- 
pean quarters. It Is estimated now that 
at least ton thousand prisoners are In 
tho hands of the Salonikans. Those 
llnblo to severe punishment, such as tho 
rebellious Salonika chasseurs, havo 
been securely ropeO. Among the civil- 
ians arrested are Maurand l^ey, editor 
of the Mi-/aii, Abdurrahman Effendl, 
assistant minister, and several high 
olllclals ot the Porte. A number of re- 
actionary newspapers havo been sup- 
pressed. 

Fresh battalions continue to arrive 
from tlie country districts. As they 
came in today each marched to tlie 
Palace of Justice, where tho parlia- 
ment was .sitting, and saluted the rep- 
resentatives of the now government. 
Many of tlio soldiers went to tho 
mosti'uos to pray. 

Most of tho American tourists havo 
left the city. Ambassador Lolchmann, 
who has received many telegrams In- 
quiring whether It Is safe to visit 
Constantlnoplo, •. has- replied to tUeae

that sucii a course would be Inadvis- 
able, as the city is under martial law. 
Nevertheless several Americans reach- 
ed here today. 

Tho conditions of i^rodnrlck Morse, 
tho American correspondent who was 
shot while watching the fighting on 
Saturday, is causing anxiety. His 
wound may prove to bo more serious 
than at hrst supposed. Booth, the 
London Daily Graphic artist and cor- 
respondent, is able to sit up, and was 
engaged In sketcliliig stn^et scenes. 
Ministers Stay in Office 

Tewllk Pasha, the Grand Vizlor, and 
the other members of the cabinet, re- 
signed .> today, but their resignations 
were hot accepted. • ■ \ 

Tapir Pasha, ono of tho commanders 
of the Ylldlz garrison, bus been de- 
graded and ulsmlHscd from tlio army. 
Numerous other officers of the palace 
have been dismissed, while many wo- 
men of the harem, with their families, 
havo boon sent away. 

The senate and chamber of deputies 
in joint debate requested the ministers 
to remain in office. 

General .Schefket has eKta'.)lislied head- 
(liiartoi-K at the war officu, togetlier 
with the court martial under tlie prCB- 
Ulency of Kliarsdhl Paslia, grand mas- 
ter of artillery, a distinguished officer. 
Three commissions of hniulry liave been 
ostabll.shed In different parts Of tiiu 
city. Tlic military authorities are to 
terminate as quickly as possible mili- 
tary activity every whci-o. Clou. Sclicf- 
ket tonight Issued a iiroclaniatlon an- 
nouncing that the Instigators of the 
recent crimes, including those who iiaye 
heon guUty'iOf stirring un a 'feeling of 
discontent, wf'l be extcrihlnatod as tho 
worst enemies of the country, In ac- 
cordance with .Slieriat and the unanl- 
mou.s wish of tho nation, and tliat mea- 
sures would bo taken to prevent the 
propagation of subversive, ideas. The 
proclamation- gives.'.the assurance that 
jieace will be maintained, and the peo- 
ple still remain tranquil. 

There was an Impo.slng ceremony this 
morning, which was attended by 2,000 
troops, when 300 Salonikans were bur- 
led in a common grave. Envcr Sclah 
I^ddln and others made stirring speeches, 
declaring that the men had died for 111)- 
erty and the constitution. Aboja. In

Town of Hadjin Reported To 
Have Been, Set Aflame 
By Moslems 



Alexandrctta, Asiatic Turkey, April 
2G.— Refugees who bave made tholr 
escape from Deurtyul, which is a small 
town not far from Alcxan-Jrctta, bring 
most alarming accounts of the situa- 
tion there. They alllrm that 10,000 
Armenians :ire beleaguered by 00,000 
Moslems. Tho besieged are. half- 
starved, and the conditions within the 
w.'ills of tho city are pitiful. It Is diffi- 
cult for foreign residents here to cred- 
it these numbers. The foreign consuls 
estimate that about 0,000 townspeople 
and refugees are at Deurtyul, while 
perliaps as many more Turks are 
threatening tb'MTi from the outside. It 
is certain that there arc no Americans 
at that place. 

The comniiinders of tho British and 
other warships at this port have had 
under consideration the landing Of a 
force to relievo tho besieged town, 
whlcli Is within one day's march of ' 
Alexandretta, but they .finally: decided 
that this was wholly impracticable, as 
they had no right to iritOrfore in. a 
purely internal affair and the governor 
declined to give his permission to 
the landing of an armed force. If re- 
lieving forces were sent out In oppo- 
sition to tho governor's wishes, it was 
recognized that such an expedition 
would be equivalent to a declaration 
of v.'ur, and In addllton tho largest 
commands that the warships could 
muster would stand In great danger 
of being overwhelmed if they atteinptr 
yeQ to 'force-- their -way against such 
Immense odds. .' ■ ; ' 

Hadjin in Flames 

Beirut, April 2G.— -The town ot Had- 
jin, about a hundred miles north of 
Alexandretta, where tho resldentsjhave 
withstood the assaults of the fanatics 
for the past week, was in flames yes- 
terday, according to reports received 
here. Several of the quarters escaped, 
and up to midnight on Sunday nlglit 
all tlie Americans! were safe. At this 
place tliere are live women mission- 
aries. 

Ijiitakla, in Syria, has been relieved, 
thanks to the unceasing efforts of tho 
American conaul-gonorai at Beirut, 
Gabriel R. Ravendal, who secured the 
co-operation of the French cruiser 
Jules Ferry, which arrived at Latakla 
this morning.

TWO BOYS BURNED 

Charlie and Alfred Miller, of Vancou- 
yor, Walled In By Flames In 
Their Homo 



Vancouver, April 26.— Two small 

boys, Oharlle and Alfred Miller, aged 

five and four respectively, were burn- 
ed to death this evening while hun- 
dreds of people walkd within fifty fet 
of them unawares ot the tragedy. 

The Millers lived In a small frame 
house frontfng on an alley off Hast- 
ings street, opiposlto the Carnegie lib- 
rary and In the heart of the city. Both 
parents were nway working until late, 
and the children were alone In the 
house when the blaze started. 

The names must have cut off their 
esc;tj)(^ to the front door at tho llrst 
imotiK'nt, for the children were found 
huddled together under the corner ot 
ft bed upstairs. They were quite dend 
when the firemen resouod their still 
smoking bodies from the wreckage of 
the little home. 



C. M. Richardson, of Calgary, who is 

a vlsltoi to tho city, has been for some 
years past prominently connected with 
the groat irrigation work which tho 
Canadian Pacilio railway is carrying 
out in Southern Alberta. Mr. Richard- 
son has now been given charge of the 
C. P. R. exhibit at the Seattle expo 
sitlon and arrived hero yesterday from 
the latter city to arrange 'with the 
Provincial government for the loan of 
timber products, etc. 

In connection with the C. P. R. colo 
nizatlon department, Mr. Richardson 
\ya8 st'ationed In Colorado, and besides 
stlidylhg the big irrigation works' In 
progress there, he spent his time In 
duclng settlers to go to Alberta. 

The irrigation scheme in southern 
Alberta covers an area of 3,000,000 
acres and Is divided into three sec- 
tions. The work of constructing dltcli- 
es Is now well In hand on the western 
section, and the influx of Settlers to 
the land already cultivable, has been 
remarkable during the last few 
months. A thousand miles of ditches 
have been completed, and Mr. Rich- 
ardson states that the land, thus ren- 
dered suitable for farming is as rich 
as any throughout tlio Dominion. This 
tract of territory lies between Calgary 
and Medicine Hat on the ni;iln lino. 
The saleable land Is divided into fcn-ty 
and eighty acre sections and tJieso 
are sold at $26 an aero for Irrigated 
land, and $15 per acre for non-lrrl- 
gated. Payment for these lands is 
allowed on the crop payment sys- 
tem, whereby half the crop, whether 
good or bad, is handed-, over to tho 
C. P. R. As much. as 65 bushels to 
the acre have been grown on parts of 
tho Irrigated land, and homesteaders 
have been known to pay off their in- 
dobtodnoss In the course of a year. 
Rapid Setirement ,,. 

Mr. Richardson believes that within 
ten or- fifteen years, this entire acre- 
age of Irrigated land will be settled, 
and he states it will hold a popula- 
toln ns largo as that In Rhode Island 
and Connecticut. 

The present situation In Calgary, the 
visitor describes ,as really good. The 
fine crops la'st year have resulted In 
n high price for oats, while horses 
and stock are also up in price. Every- 
body Is feeling good, and he can fore- 
sec no'qonditions which' can stem the 
tide of prosperity. People are flocking 
in ns they never did before, and lots 
of newcomers are bringing money. 

British Columbia, Mr. Richardson 
describes as the natural complement of 
Alberta, and lie says the two prov- 
inces must grow together. "Alberta 
■wants timber and fruit and in ex- 
change wo have grain In abundance to 
give. The eyes of Albertans are turn- 
ed on this province and the Interests 
of .the.tjvo.proviJ\ces are solidly bound 
■togethar.;!;3_^ 

;. ftlr. ?'Rioh^lidsorl has just returned 
from Seattle; whore lie was superin- 
tending tho arranjrements for tho Cj,' 
P. R. space nt the Alaska-Yukon- 
Paolfic exposition. The C. P. R. In- 
tends making a special effort to nt- 
'tract tho oyos of tho visitors to the 
riches and resources of Canada, and 
to this end products of tho mines, 
smelters', grains, timbers, etc., will he, 
on exhibit. A space 140 feet long, by 
10 feet' deep hias been reserved. The; 
exhibits are now. on their way wesv 
cqmlng from Montreal and other 
points In Canada. The fruits of B. C' 
win form a feature of the C. P. R. 
dlsplaj-. 

Mr. Richardson, after Interviewing 
local government ofllclals will go back 
to Seattle, where ho will be stationed 
during tho progrossof the exhibition.

With each year It becomes more evi- 
dent that much stronger efforts should 
be made by B. C. fruit-growers to ob- 
tain a better foothold on the London 
market. The suggestion was recently 
made, t-hrough a London newspaper, 
that the establishment of an Imperial, 
emporium in the metropolis, where the 
fruit products of -the Oversea Domin- 
ions could always be secured, would 
Jiave auj' effect of far reaching value. 
No part ibi: the Empire can be so much 
interested In this idea as British Co- 
lumbia, -where fruit of t-he finest qual- 
ity is produced. 

Britlali Columbia fruit has como 
largely Into evidence in the British 
Isles during the past few years, ow- 
ing to the number of -prizes which It 
huH secured at the big exhibitions. In 
spite of the fact that its world wide 
reputation Is establis-hed, correspond- 
ents state that It is very difilcult to> 
procure on the London markets, and, 
the growers In British Columbia ap-j 
parently make no special efL'orts to bo-| 
cure a market for their products In: 
tho old land. 

Tho formation of an Imperial em- 
porium, whert! the British Columbia 
fruit, among similar products ot other 
lands, could be stocked In large quan- 
tities, would mean an ever growing 
market for the local product. Its value 
is recognized throughout Great Britain 
but' t'he majority of the fruit f/'ld In 
London, and indeed throughout Eng- 
land and Scotland, is .shlpjied from 
America, whereas in many Instancos 
the product from Brltlsii Columbia Is 
far superior to that shipiied from the 
American side. 

R, ril. Pahncr, doinity minister of 
agriculture, who has just returned 
from tho Okanagan, states that the 
prospects for a big fruit crop t'hls 
summer are excellent. The season has 
so far been aoniewliat backward owing 
to scarcity of rain, but good progress 
has been made with the work of 
ploughing and planting. Apples, plums 
nr.d cherries will all have rich crops, 
but owing to the cold weather during 
January the peach crop will be light. 

As Indicative of the growth of the 
Industry, Mr. Palmer points out that a 
much larger acreage has been planted 
in nurser.v stoclt this year, and on 
every hand new settlors are flocking 
in. Arrangements have already been 
made for marketing the crop. Cooling 
buildings will be erected at different 
points where the fruit will bo 'handled 
prior to shipment. 

The growth of the Industry, as 
shown above, will mean tho need of 
larger markets, and the carrying out 
of tho suggestion foriittn-Imporlnl em- 
porium, would not alone have the re 
suit of placing the fruit in large qunn

On Vancouver island the finest possl- 
Tjle .'^Iti.^ can he reodll,\- secured as near 
tlic caijilal as Mv. lirycc tliiiiks it 
ouglit to lie _located, near tlie sea. amid 
beautiful surroundings, In a genial and 
healthy climate and near what Is abso- 
lutely certain to be a very con.-Milora- 
blo city. U'e feci .^atislifd that tin- 
more the advantages of a site in the 
vicinity of Victoria are examined the 
more .strongly will they commend 
themselves to all uniircjtidiccd nic-ii. 
;Tlio people of Victoria are very (ronli- 
dent of the strengtli of their ease, liut 
It Is jUBt.as well for ail Interested to 
ibegln preparing that case to be pre- 
Bcnted for the consldcrfitlon nf the 
fonimi.'5Sli)n, wliicli llic govcrnnn'iit has 
jiromised lo apjioint to investigate llio 
question. The. opinion of a man like 
Ambaaador Bryce Will have a great 
ileal of weight, and we are sure tiiu 
people? of tills city will fei-l iniicli 
obliged to Dr. a'odd for ills liaving 
taken the matter up with him espe- 
cially In view of the highly satlsfac- 
;tory reply which has been given. 

IMPERIAL DEFENCE. 

The Ottawa ' Citizen • discusses the 
question of Imperial defence in an emi- 
nently sane way.. It does not i)rofess 
to know better than any one else wliat 
ought to be done, but .says that dis- 
cusslon seems to be what is nm.-t 
needed. One of the points to whicli it 
directs attention la tlie number of 
nvallable men to man Canadian ships, 
If any are to be built, cltlier for use 
In liome waters, or to form a j);n'l of 
the Royal Nail'- A.s a matter of fact 
iwe suppo.ie that there arc practically 
very few Canadians available for such 
dut>', tliat Is aide to iilay any jiart 
In olllcering a .sliip of war. This Is 
n matter tliat has been brougiit under 
the attention of the Dominion govern- 



ment. When the late Raymolid Pre 
I'ontalne, Minister of Marine and Fish 
erles. vlsUod^^lctorla the question of 
a training shiti' was' bought" to his 
attention and he expressed himself as 
heartily In fuvor of establishing one 
on this coast. There is one on tlie 
Atlantic coast. There Is little donbt 
that Mr. Prefontalne very tliorouglily 
appreciated the necessities of the case. 
We quote the Ottawa paper's remarlca 
In regard to the need of providing 
men. 

But siiould Canada deckle to assist 
lifn'e Empire in calling Germany's 
Dreadnought bluff, we are confronted 
witli tiie dlllleulty of not having oill- 
cers and men lo man our Dreadnouglits 
if we built tlieni. In answer to tills 
it can be pointed out tliat It will take 
thrci! years to build one or more 
Dreadnouglits, and in the meantime 
training sliips might be bought from 
Britain's turplua stock, of cruisers .on 
which to train the junior officers and 
men. All ofBcers above the rank of 
the midshipmen would have to bo 
obtained from the British servfice, but 
In three years CJanada could train 
the necessary crews. That is [iractic- 
ally wliat we are doing in connection 
witli out militia. In nearly every 
l)rancli we liavc Brlti.sii oliicers, from 
ticnerai Sir I'l I'cy Ijake down, who are 
supervising the training of our land 
forces in tlU! interests of uniformity 
and elllciency. It may be added In 
parenthesis thai about 90 per cent of 
i tile so-called Canadian garrison of 
Haiifa.>: Is recruited froui^ tlie Itritlsh 
arm.\-. Moreover, tlip liest gunner ex- 
perts and iietly ofiicers In the Ameri- 
can navy are recruited from tlie British 
service. Tliey go tlu're not from any 
lack of iialrlollsni, but because tlie.\' 
get better jiay and if tliey got the same 
)iay in Iho Canadian navy tills country 
wonUl bi'iii lit from their training in- 
stead of the i'nited Stales. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS 

We print this morning a letter from 

Jlr. Ronald A. C. Grant, In which 'he 
discusses certain matters relating to 
the improvement of the city streets. 
There has undoubtedly been a ,very 
unpleasant impression created by the 
action of some of tlie members of the 
Aldennnnlc Board looking to delay in 
beginning work that is absolutely 
■ 7lc~cc!ssary. We do not like to think 
that there is a disposition In any quar- 
ter lo raise . needless objeotlons, but 
certainly there appear to be what 
seem to be needless delays. One of 
tlu; reasons advanced why a certain 
street ought not to be repaired is that 
it win have to be broken up In order 
to lay water pipes to the vacant lots 
along it. Can anytliing be more ab- 
'Kurd? Let water pijies be laid so as 
to serve eacli lot. Then there are ob- 
jections raised because the city lias 
not money enough for sewers. May 
we ask why the Aldormanic Board did 
not asic for money enough when It 
was about it? True tlie city is grow- 
ing rapidly, iuil surely there ouglit to 
have been .suflicient foresight on' the 
part of some.ono to provide for .enough 
money to meet what should have been 
foreseen to be unavoidable. The jjeo- 
pie of X'ictoria are not liackward in 
\oting money for city improvements. 

Then we are told t-hat nothing can 
be done with Douglas street because 
the Electric Railway Company is not 
laying heavy rails. This sctms to lie 
a poor reason. We do not know Nvlieth- 
er tiio company could or could not 
iiave laid iieayy rails, if the city had 
insisted upon it. But is there any 
good reason why t-he street should not 
he paved and the rails now Ijeing laid 
dov.'ii sliould not be used during the 
life of tlie pavement? If it is not in- 
tended to use wooden blocks for the 
whole length of the street we suggest 
tliat llu'y might he used between Fort 
;inci ^■atc'S, and lie removed later and 
rciilact'd with whatevc^r Ivind of pave- 
ment ma.\- be used on t'l'.e remainder. 
Really it seems as if tiiere ought to 
be an effort to carry on the Improve- 
ment of the city on business lines, and 
Willi tile view to accomplishing some- 
thiug during the lifetime of the pres- 
ent generation.

.\ (ils(iuieting rumor is in circulation 
that possil)ly the Canada - .Aiislra lla 
steamslilp line may be dl.scoiuinued. 
Tile reason is said to be tiie failure of 
Mie Canadian government to renew the 
subsidy, which expires In June next. 
It will he an exci'cdingly unfortunate 
lllin.g if tills pro\-cs tf) he Ihe c.a.se. It 
will be remembered that tiie failure of 
the Commonwealth to make trade ar- 
rangements with the Dominion, which 
were satl.-.f;icliiry, led the Ottawa au- 
t'lioiille.s to decline to continue the 
subsidy, but we Milnnit tliat this ^vas 
not a satisfactory n ason. Trade be- 
tween Canada and Australia lius been 
de\oloplng very satisfactorily, and it 
will be a very great loss financially, 
as well from an Imperial point of 
view to the Doininlon, if direct coni- 
niunication is to be stopped. 

'i'here ought to be no politics in a 
matter of this kind. We hope, It will 
rec(dve the immediate attention of tlie 
reijresentatlves of Uritisli Columl)ia 
in Parliament. The discontinuance of 
th(; steamship line will be sucii a step 
backward us has not bt^en taken in Can- 
adian mutters for a long time. We can 
hardly believe that it will be permlt- 
Ivd. What will become of the "all- 
red" plan if we cannot afford to keep 
up a line between British Columbia 
iiorts and the ports of the Common- 
v.i alth"? This seems to be a matter 
into whicli tlie Board.s of Trade of 
Victoria and Vancouver sliould Inquire 
iiiiniedhitcly, for If tliere is any found- 
aliiin f(]r ;.h(- r(?iiort, no time ougiit to

Tho mayor stated .that Elk lake level 
was eighteen inches lower than at this 
time last year. This fact, however, he 
said, would not make the water short- 
age any greater. The ditHculty last 
summer, and during previoua years, 
was the distribution' of tlio water, and 
Engineer Arthur L. Adams says that 
the installation of thd new water 
mains will effectually cope with the 
shortage. . ■ 

"By the 1st Of Jurie,"''8aid His Wor- 
ship, "the- nj?w analBB -wiU be' laid and 
ready for use. In s'oVeral places the 
sixteen-Inch mains over higli levels 
have been reiilaccd by twenty-four 
inch mains so that tlio pumps now will 
suiiply the full benelit of sixteen-inch 
mains. Pumj)s of larger capacity have 
also been installed at different points. 
We anticipate no dilliculty with the 
liigh level tank. The big reservoir will 
also be complete at practically tlie 
same time as the enlarged mains are 
laid." 

All interesting indication of tlie 
growth of Victoria was given liy Alayor 
Hall in tho course of tlio above inter- 
view. He stated tliat as many new 
water services had been added during 
tho few months of tho present year, as 
during tho wholo of ■iOOS.. The addi- 
tional supply of water necessary to 
meet tho Immediate growing' needs of 
the. city, Mayor Hall is perfectly as- 
sured, will be more than met with, by 
the Improvements which have been 
under way during tho past few 
months. 

The city council has as yet arrived 
at no decision with regard to the pur- 
chase of tlio JOsquiitialt Waterworks, or 
tho bringing in of a «upply from Sooke 
lake. Frequent consultations are at 
present being held with Ejcpert Adams, 
and as a result of these it is expected 
that some delinite pronouncement will 
1)0 made lii the course of a few weeks. 
In the event of the purchase of the 
Esquimau Waterworks being agreed 
upon, the question ot the amount to 
be offered Is no',v uniicr consideration, 
but what is tho sum' '■which the_ ma- 
jority of tKo' aldermeni favot!,tHei'ihEiyor 
would not divulge. '•'' '

GREAT STRIDES 



Large Amount of Railroad 
Construction Out Of AI- 
bertan Capital 



C. May, contractor of Edmonton, 
who arrived lii the city Saturday, gives 
some interesting information rolafivo 
to tho amount of railway construction 
in jirogross or projected,. In the neilh- 
borhood- of rtbi^t .,sity, •, ■ The city, he 
stated In , an iiitiSryiewi "-;vyith the Ccl - 
onist, waslaevej'.sb.fprosporous. and for 
It he predicts, a.o«reat}.future.. 
. '^pii8v.^i;i,'%he ji}oi?t,^ interesting lines 
which is liow ; In.- the building from the 
Edmonton end Is that which will join 
Edmonton with Fort ilcMurray. This 
enterprise has the distinction of being 
the most nortlierly railroad in Canada, 
and it will not alone open up a country 
rich in agricultural and minei'al iios- 
sibiiitios, but it win bring within 
comparatively easy reach tlie great 
Peace Itiver district, which is stated 
to contain a belt of wheat producing 
country, 500 miles by 300. Tlie dis- 
tance of tho country traversed is rough 
and sparsely timbered, murh of tlie 
remainder is open prairie land, cap- 
able of producing wheat, and also ot 
great value lor mixed farming. 
" "Within a very short time," Mr. 
May states, "it is expected a final 
agreement will' be reached between the 
C. P. B. and the City of Edmonton 
whereby the former corporation will 
connect Strathoona and ISdmonton by a 
high level' bridge, a mile long, and 175| 
feet high. Tills '-tvlll cp^t iover'a mil- 
lion dollars and will bo u&ed for rail- 
way and trafllc of every description. 

"Tlio Canadian Northern is building 
a branch north to Athabasca Landing. 
Tiiirty miles of this line has already 
been constructed. Tho total length is 
to be 100 miles. 

"Steel will bo laid on tho main lino 
of the Grand 'Trunk Pacilic from Win- 
nipeg to Edmonton by June 1. Tho 
grading is caiiiiiletfi, and the rails have 
been laid. already to within a liuiidrod 
miles o,"' tho Albcrtan capital. Ed- 
monton will form the "main divisional 
point on the Transcontinentul between 
Winnipeg and the coast, and machine 
shops and other buildings will bo un- 
der ponstrucvlon within a short time. 
The Grand Trunk Pacilic 1;^ also about 
to build a branch from Edmonton 
southwards to Ciilgary. 

"Twelve miles of I.aniways aro now 
laid in the city ant^ further extension 
work is being carried on. Tho enter- 
priso^ is muntclpally. owned' and' done 
well' from." its 'cohimencement.- I may 
mention thoti 'all tho public- utilities In 
Edihunton-are owned by.^ho municipal-, 
ityand we.-.flndvthat' this- eystein is 
most s.atisfaotoryvr-; : : 

"An automatic tblephpne.- ^system Is: 
Installed in the* town. The suburban, 
lines are operated by tho government 
while the Bell system in the city is 
operated by tho government and tho 
city in junction. The Rutherford gov- 
ernment has now bouglit over tho en- 
tire Bell system in the province. 

"Many of tho public buildings in Ed- 
inonton are of a vet-y ^lliio descrljition. 
Construction is proceeding on llic Par- 
liament buildings, which when complet- 
ed will cost $1,250,000. The new post 
ofllco has just been completed at a 
cost of $250,000, and tho new court 
house at cost of $:f75,0OO. There are 
many other fine blocks and residences 
In course of erection which will do 
much to improve the appearance ot 
the. city. 

"The winter wheat throughout Al- 
berta is looking splendid," said Mr. 
May, in conclusion. "Tlie farmers aro 
through with their seeding and ex- 
pect' a most prosperous year.. .'■Immi- 
grants are already pouring in In ' large 
n-urabers. Everything points to a time 
of unequalled prosperity,-, and there Is 
little doubt 'that the = ttni^*- ia coming 
when ' tho three gf eit weBtern prov- 
inces of Canada, now regarded as the 
tail of th"e Dominion, will be able to 
wag tho head." " '■ ■ ' ' 

Mr. May, Who is a contractor on a 
(large scale. Is spending a few days in 
Victoria for the sake of Improving liis 
health. The new post oflico alluded to 
above was built by him, and lie has a 
considerable amount of work in Ed- 
monton noiv In hand. He ls;staylng.at 
the Empress hotel. ' . .\ 

APPLICATION DENIED 

IN HUMBER ESTATE 

Court Refuses to Make An Order Com- 
pelling the Furnishing of 
Accounts 



The adjourned hearing ot tlu; niipll- 
catlon of LuliO Humbcr came on be- 
fore Mr. Justice Jlartin in chambers 
yesterday morning, when arguments 
ia 1 behalf of tlie oxecutors of Mrs.

The dismissal in- 
eluili-d a refusal to make an order di- 
recting tlii> furnishing of accounts by 
the executors, on t-he ground tliat ac- 
counts had not been applied for prop- 
erly in the first instance and that tlie 
application to tlie court was prema- 
ture and unnecessary. 

Tlie dismisi-al of this action is of 
immense importance, to the Humber, 
estate, as, owing to the rapidly grow- 
ing demand for bricks and the in- 
creased values in real estate, the time 
has now arrived when t-his estate will 
make iiandsonie profits, which will 
more tlian justify the continuation of 
the same during the past alack times.

T3ut there is no want of beauty on 
every hand in these last days of April. 
The season l.s a very late one and it 
is only now tliat tlu! cliorry trees in 
llioir tircss of purest wlilte give splen- 
did pi-omlse of a show of crimson fruit 
in niUisunmier. The shapely pear tree.i 
arc cN'crywhcre laden with bloom, tho 
red of tiic stanieii.s givuig the faiiilusL 
tiiiKo of color to the trees while from 
the tender groon foliage of tho apple 
trees the pink and white blossoms are, 
In the earliest varieties, almost ready 
to burst into bloom. 'I'Ue gentle rain 
of Saturday has softened tho ground 
and brought up the seedlings. Even the 
gaunt old oak trees have begun to put 
on the appearance, expressed so pret- 
tily in Hho clilWren's • song which 
speaks Of" It as a "rosy mist/' liv deli- 
cate browns and varied ' ahades of 
green the leaves of shrubs and trees 
ore adorning tho ground on every hand 
:whlle the earliest spring flowers arc 
preparing to' retire and give place to 
'the lilacs, the hawthorn and later 
shrubs and perennials that; will fill the 
gardens till the rdses come. lJut yet 
tho borders are gay with tulips and 
the daffodils seems as loth to go as 
we are sorry to part with them. Tlie 
saying of tho old Mexican woman 
whom JoaqiUn Jliller mot on tho 
mountain may be echoed by all Vic- 
torians": ' "Its a pretty world.' 

In one of the poorest quarters of 
New York thcro is a children's theatre. 
Here, buys ami girls, whose lives have 
been spent in abodes not only ot i)ov- 
(;rty but of ignorance and vice, aro 
taught to act the parts of the children, 
hi Frances Hodgson Burnett,, stores 
and the fairy tales ot Anderson and 
Grimm. Those who have instituted 
this experiment say that its results 
are only good. The beauty, and whole- 
someness of the stories llll the chil- 
dren's minds and . crowd out the evil. 
The dirt and untidiness in which they 
live, grows distasteful and gives place 
to- cleanliness of person ..and such 
neatness of drosa aK Is possible. 

No attempt is made to dress , these 
child actors In the^ flimsy; cosiume of 
the stage. "rhd^-'Sreatee^ '•"tHeS'^-iwear are 
such as Hans and Gretclien arid the 
English and American children of tho 
stories would wear'lii real life. In 
many of tho plays not even so much la 
attempted and the dialogues are re- 
cited, the dances executed "and songs 
sunlf b'y . children :ln:'ej'ery-dny dres.i. 
'What Is done Is to store the children's 
memories with beautiful words, to llll 
their minds with lovely Images and to 
place before them, high ideals. Nor 
is more practical work waritlng. Tlie 
elder girls ' are taught how to make 
their own costumes and those of the 
little ones. It Is stated, that of the 
thousanils of children v.iio haVe taken 
part In these plays, but two or three 
have entered theatrical companies. In 
the success of those experiments there 
is a. hint both for the school tcaclier 
and for tlie managers of theatres who 
strive to attract Juvenile audiences. 
It would b(! quite possible for the 
former to make literature les.sons far 
more attiaelivo by allowhif; th.e elill- 
tlrcn sometimes to act the i)arts of tlie 
heroes of the poem's and stories. Much 
would be gained If sometimes t!i(! lat- 
ter- would produce, wliolcsome childish 
plays Instead of rpprosentationa of the' 
follies and the weaknesses of men and 
women. ' ■ ' 

It seem.s as if the question of co- 
education will again becdme a live one 
in Canada. There have never been In 
this country schools of the highest 
rank, for wompn only; T4iere are Bomo 
excellent woman's colleges btft what 
the girls of the United' States have ut 
\'assar, .Smith's or Bryn Hawr are not 
open or the KngUsh girls can obtain 
at Glrtpn their Canadian sisters can 
only got' at Kingston, Toronto, Mon- 
treal or Dklhousle by- attending the 
same classes as the nien. ' It was for- 
merly contended that this".' would be a 
great advantage, not only for the girls 
but for the men. • But bdth In tlie 
United •Statep and In Canada members 
of faculties and other educationists are 
beginning to haVe misgivings as to the 
success of the experiment. 

In Tdronto there Is a strong move- 
ment In favor of a' separate college for 
women.' This has been recommended 
by a- committee pf.Tprqnto University, 
W-hich has been .enquiring Into tho 
subject From- an- article in the To- 
ronto i)aper It la gathered t-hat "The 
report .sny.s that there l.s not real co- 
education In the present system; that 
men and women students do not min- 
gle freely In our educational life. Men 
abandon tho courses specially favored 
liy women, such as modern'; langunges, 
whil(! women avoid the courses spec- 
ially favored by men, suc-h as political 
science. AVhere there are separate 
women's colleges, says the report, 
women clioo.'je subjects similar to 
those chosen by men In men's colleges. 
All the arts college's 'are full, and some 
are over-crowded, and a women's col- 
lege is projiosed as tlie remedy.' Fin- 
ally, tile meniberH of the committee 
say tliat t'lic. present arrangements :iro 
unjust to ■ tile women: "The special 
nec-(ls (if \vnnien'.s education are not 
adefpiately studied; the cour;ic3 are 
designi'd for men and for men's car- 
eers. .Moreover, as matters stand, there 
aro almost no women instructors in 
tho Arts l''aculty. AVIth a College for 
Women this handicap of women en- 
gaged in educational work should ho 
veni()v(Ml. A woman would lie ut the 
head of t-he college, and, in time, wom- 
en would naturally bo appointed to the 
teaching staff." ^

Lace Exhibition.' i-,. 
The New York Trjljiinev describes.' 
the wonders that have been accom- 
plished by the lace makers of other days. 
In the Louvre at Paris there Is a won- 
derful collection of old laces. 

"Here in gUiss eases and hanging 
on the walls are priceless examples of 
the laceworkers' a"ehle\'emonts in 
Franco, .Spain and Flanders In tho 
llfteeiith, sixteenth and seventeenth 
centiirles. You can sec as one period 
after another passes before your eyes 
how the lacemakers gradually acquired 
the principle of 'chiaroscuro" and 
h.'arned to mass their light and share 
in such a way as to produce those ex- 
quisite pictures in cobweliby laco that 
rise before one's mental vision when 
point de Venice, d'Alencon, Angleterre 
or Mechlin Is mentioned. 

"Transplanted by Colbert, tho far- 
sightecl.^nUnlater. of. Louts. XIY., from 
Its native city, of 'Venice into France, 
you can see how tlie sumptuous, rich 
point de •"VTenlpe, with its high reliefs 
softened by deigrees • Into- point de 
France, gained in delicacy, and sub- 
tlety, too. In tho change. Transplanted 
again to Ireland, It underwent an- 
other transformation and became point 
d'Irelande — a very different thing, be 
it said, In that wonderful seventeenth 
century from tho Irish lace of com- 
xnerco today. That old Irish lace was 
carried out in as line a tliread as trie 
A'enetian and its background was as 
intricate, as free and as unconvenllon- 
ul [IS the French. 

"Lace was then at its zenith. No 
court dress was complete without frills 
and llounccs of it, and a cleverly con- 
trived collection of engravings In tills 
gallery shows statesmen, soldiers and 
beauties in lace trimmed suits and 
robes. Hero is the identical lace tie 
In fine guipure worn by Marshal de 
Ti'renne; here is the alb of Bossuet 
who once cried from his pulpit to tho 
line ladles of a brilliant court sitting 
lioforc him, whom he reproached for 
a lack of modesty: 'Do. you forget, 
mesdames, that you. derive your origin 
from ah' unimportant bone of man's!' 
But Bossuet was not indifferent" to' the; 
beauty of his vestments ' and' he" evi- 
dently wore a laco alb that the pre- 
sent J3isliop of Meau.^ or of Paris 
might envy. 

"In fact, lace originally, like paint- 
ing, was ecclesiastical in . use and ob- 
ject. Just as the llrst statues were 
of gods and goddesses and the llrst 
paintings of madonnas and saints the 
first line laces were for altar clotlis 
and ;'prlestly vestments. In some of 
the barltest specimens of lace the de- 
sign is taken from the Bible, and tho 
embroideries that preceded lace — the 
drawn thread and darned linen work 
— show the same intention and in- 
Bpi ration. Here is a curious piece oC 
ancient needlework, in whicli the de- 
sign Is left In the relief of the plain, 
unbleached linen upon a background 
closely and finely darned In a green 
thread. Its subject Is the Fall, 
treated- In a very singular way. Adam 
under trees that - bear large ' bunches 
of grapes, but^'the- Avenging- AngeU 
and God the PSther are large- 'flgures,' 
fully draped." ' " '' ' " '"

CHange Costing a Fortune May Be 
Necessary Rebuilding of Break- 
waters Being Considered 

Tho harbor at Sallna Cnij;, that lias 
cost the Mexican government an enor- 
mous bill, is causing trouble from the 
fact tliat tlio sea is washing in the 
vsand and lilling up tlie port. This is 
the report lirouglu by Capt. Von Kop- 
po of the steamer Salilcarah, of the 
Kosmos ll^c, which reached port on 
Sunday frbm Hamburg,' via South .and 
CeiitvarAmerrcan'ahd Mexican ports. 

Cupt. Von Koppe relates that when 
he was at Salina Cruz the port author- 
ities were considering removing the 
l)ig breakwaters, wlilch cost a mint of 
money. Between the two big break- 
waters tlie se.'i is Hilting up the outer 
liarbor, whii.'h was dredged by Pear- 
son it Co. In sjilte of constant dredg- 
ing the harbor is l^ecoming Khallow(>r. 

The work of removing tiiese break- 
waters win prove an expensive opera- 
tion, costing several million dollars. 
They are 265-7 feet ,wlde at the bot- 
tom and 33 feet wide at the top, with 
a concrete superstructure six feet high 
and twenty feet wide. 

The Kosmos liner landed 31,000 bags 
of coffee at .San l'>anclsco and brought 
;;(! silver bars to the Golden Gate from 
Mazatlan. .She had 500 tons-of nitrate 
from Chilian purls consigned to the 
Victoria Clieniieal works, and 150 tons 
of general merebandise from Liverpool 
anci Continental ports loaded at .Sallna 
I'ruz, to where it was brought liy the 
Teluumtepec railroad. Siie liad ;!no 
tons of raw sugar from Pirn. Tbe 
Kosmos liner came via Puntus .^.I'cn;;;;. 
Corral, Valparaiso, Iqulriue. Caleta 
nuena, .Junln, Pisagua,. Callao and 
I'.uayaquil, and went direct from the 
Peruvian port to Sallna Cruz without 
inrUiing tho usual calls at Nicaragua, 
t^alvor and Honduras. 1-ler cargt) for 
the Central American ports was trans- 
ferred to tho srna.ller.gteamora of the 
Lu.xor and Amasls type. Which are en- 
gag(.'d in the coast trade as feeders to 
the main lino. ■ 

Tho Sakknrah wiW return later in 
the week, after dlsebargliig lier sugar 
cargo at Vancouver, to enter tho dry- 
dock at Hsiiulmalt.

Local Vessel Wrebk-ecl'Gn Mia- 

ma Reef — Steamer IVIaude 
To Attempt Salvage 



No arrangements have been made 
for sailings of the Canadian-Austra- 
lian lino following the departure of 
the Mukura, the next vessel to leave 
Sydney, sailing on Alay 10. Tlie Aor- 
angi was scheduled to follow the Jla- 
kura on Jlay 10, but Siiilings are re- 
ported to have been susi)ended, pend- 
ing an arrangement 'of t-lui sub.sldy. 
The Dominion government has so far 
failed to renew the subsld.\- to tho 
Union Sti^amahip company for the 
Canadian-Austi'alian line and the 
present contract e.\pirea in June. 

OlHccrs of the Aorangi, which h.'ft 
yesterday moridng stated that advices 
had been received from Dunedin, 
w-hero the Union Steamship company 
has its head oflices that failing the re- 
newal of the subsidy the line miglit be 
discontinued ponding a rearrangement 
with less costly sleamei's than the 
Jlakura and Marania, two of tho best 
appointed of the trans-l':icilie Ihu'rs. 

Arrangements were lieing made with 
t'iie Stephens shipyards at Llnthouse 
for the construction of two liners .sim- 
ilar to the Makura, oiu^ of the bi'st- 
appointed passenger liners crossing 
the Pacillc; the negotiations for the 
construction of the new liners have 
been aliandoned. 

The discontinuance of the Canadian- 
Australian line would be disastrous to 
IJrltish Columbia trade, and would 
furnish a long-soug-b.t opportunity to 
the San Francisco interests to renew 
the direct service to Australia from 
San Francisco. 

Since last summer tlie question of 
the renewal of the subsidy has been 
under consideration, and Sir .Tames 
Mills, ninnngcr of the Union Steam- 
ship company, which operates tlie 
Canadian-Australian line, went to Ot- 
tawa to seek an Increased subsidy for 
ah. accelerated service wlWi " three 
'steamers of the Makura -type. He '■was 
unsuccessful, and since -Ills return- to 
Dunedin. New Zealand, the head(iuar- 
ters ol tho steamship company, he has 
niiide "periodical Inquiries regarding the 
renewal: of the subsidy without being 
able", to secure any Information as to 
the intention of t-he government at 
Ot;jiiwt«||^Mean while tbe present con- 
traet^ih'asibut a f^jv^more weeks to

Proceeding from Ladysmlth to yaw- 
couver with two scows, loaded with 
coal, the tug Owen during Saturday 
night ran on Aliuml.Rcef, and is be- 
lieved io be a total loss. The salvage 
steamer Maude left for tho 'scene yes- 
terday, but no particulars have yet 
been received Jn 'Victoria. The Maude 
left the B. C Marlne^Tallway dock yes- 
terday, and Mr. Greer, of the Arm of 
Greer, Courtenay &, Skene, owtiers. of 
the wrecked tug, went on the salvage 
steamer. 

Tho Owen loft Ladysmlth early 
Saturday night, and probably tried Co 
pass between Danger Reef and Miami 
Reef, for there is good water between 
tho two reefs, although a miscalcula- 
tion is apt to prove costly. The usual 
course for small boats Is between 
Thetis island and Miami Reof. 'V\''hen 
the tug piled up some of the crew took 
to the boats .and rowed Into Lady- 
smlth, from wliere they wired to 
Greer, Courtenay it Skene asking that 
the salvage steamer be sent. The 
Maude, which lay at tho B. C. Marine 
railway with stoain always up, im- 
mediately left for tlie reef, and' that is 
all that wds known In 'Vancouver at 
noon. 

This is the second mishap which has 
overtaken tlie Owen during recent 
months, for last year when she was 
coming from Nanairao with a scow, 
tho anchor ■was not brought Inboard, 
and when a sea hit the scow it drove 
It against .the anchor and the anchor 
through the hull with the result that 
the Owen had to be run ashore at full 
speed. 

The Owen is one of the fleet of red 
stack tugs of the lleet of .T. II. Greer 
and associates of this city. She was 
formerly the TTnlted Stales tug Marion 
of Wetchlkan. and was towing: the 
barge Japan' when that ves.sel blew up, 
splintering tlie Wreck and killing the 
seven men on board. The Marlon was 
struck b.\' some of tho flying missiles 
from th(' wreck. She -svas imrchased 
by J. ir Clreer a year ago. Tho ves- 
sel, which was reclirlstened tho Owiui 
after being registered here, Is -13 tons 
gross. .She was built at Tacoma in 
1901 and is r.C.G feet long, 17.;! feet 
beam and 6.2 feet.^oep. She was reg- 
istered at this pqrt after clAhglng her

Two 
mnuiiged to escape, but were found 
some hours afterwards and returned 
on board. 
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A report is current that the Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha will reduce the sii;o of 
the third large liner to be built as a 
companion to the Tcnyo JIaru and 
Chlyo Maru, the Kaiyo Maru.

A large business was formerly dono 
by the , trnnHpaeific steamships In 
transporting Chinese and Jai^aneso 
coolies to ]\Iexic;ui ports. l)ut Under a 
now law ofthe .Southern republie not 
more than ten emtgrants of that char- 
acter may be landed iit any one jiort 
from the surne steamship, and tliis ha.y 
demoi-alized the" once prodtable busi- 
ness. But, to offset this, tho growth of 
general business has been rapid dnrliiK 
the last two or three year.s, partleular- 
ly through the ports of ManzaniUo ami 
Salina, Cruz, and the Japanese com- 
pany expejots to make a success of tho 
new lino.

Uespite ids protest, however, 
a special policeman was detailed to 
guard tho property of the company, 
and this olllc'er and Jennings frequcnt- 
'ly- quarreled .'Over the_jnatter;' Just be- 
fore the 'steartiet^' Lonsdale left Manza- 
■hlllb, accordlhg^to the odlcers on board, 
the':dead''b6dle's- of Jennings and tho 
Mexican policeman were found in tho 
lumber yard and beside thorn were 
empty revolvers. Both men hud been 
shot, presumably by each other, but 
no details of the tragedy were obtain- ' 
ed, by the people who left thciK! in the 
Londale.

■ On ight lie excused for suppbslns 
that this would be welcome news to the 
niavor and city council. They are face 
to "face witli the problem of opening 
streets and extending tlie water and 
sewer maln.'s through the rapidly niling 
P'alrfleld estate. Here were the prop- 
erty owners asklnt; to be allowed to pay 
four-nfths b£ the' cost of the best .ind 
most permanent works. The cost of the 
Linden avenue Improvomonts is roughly 
estimated at $7t000. and of this slight- 
ly upwards of gKCOOO, would he borne 
by the ■ property owners, while ' the 
money would be largely spent In giv- 
ing employment . to pttlKens. Besides, 
the opening of Ihfs and other streets 
has to be grappled with in the near 
future, and if done on siicli a pernia- 
neiit Dasi.M, the cost of njalnteiiance villi 
be practically nothing for y-'ar.", to coine, 
leaving thO; council <,Cr,ec to devote the 
revenue 'to .other, places. . 

rn" duo' course the petitions were pre- 
sented to the mayor and couneil, were 
referred b.v them tn tlie city .-iigineer 
for an estimate aw to cost, etc., and 
at last nlglifs meeting of the streets, 
bridges and sewi-r.s committee were 
taken up and considered. 

At this meeting the representatives 
of,^the Bitulithle Paving Co., • were pres- 
ent, was ttlsp the writer, on the Invi- 
tation of the chairman, and at the re- 
fH'cst of a number of the property own- 
ers of Linden avenue. 

I wns about to ."^ay tliat I wa.s .«orry 
T had gone, but cn second thoughts I am 
glad I wa.s tliere. As a taxii.iyor and 
a 'Victorian (h'siroiis of sfeliin our city 
.advance. It was an intenrsting If dis- 
appointing evening. Tliiu'e m.ay be .some 
small and oliscure reason wliy tliese 
."streets should, or could not bo p.aved. 
tliat was not discovered and worked for 
all It was worth by some of the alder-- 
men, ''out I doidit it very mucli, and I 
must here pay tribute to the rare abil- 
ity, displayed by- some of the.se same 
aldermen in discovering and elaborating 
reasons for not carrying out the works 
asked. For example, one alderman In 
conversation with one of the repre- 
sentatives of the paving eonipan.v and 
myself, stated that. In his opinion, a 
strong objection to paving (unless tlie 
street were entlcely built in witli 
houses) was that the building of every 
new house meant tlie tearing up of the 
pavement tc ronneet u'ltli the water 
and sewer ni.-ilns. 

Up to this time I have net dreamed 
that any one v/nuld think of p.aving a 
street without m.aking the necessary 
provision for service between the dif- 
ferent lots and the main. and the 
stranger, who also appeared surprised,

mained unconvinced, and evidently "je- 
liiives, that no stri-el .should be paved, 
until ever.v lot is built upon.

tlus, these difficulties were magnified 
until almost unaurmountablo, the bene- 
nts lieing praetically lost sight of. 

1 have the pleasure of knowing most 
of the aldermen, and have four.d thnin 
good friends and citlxens, as well a^ 
bright business men, and if you or I, 
sir, were to approach thcni in their per- 
nonal bu.slncss eapiielty, they woulil be 
proinpi .-itid willing to '.le of siu-viei!, 
and WDuliI overeuiii" any obstacle to sue- 
cess; liut really, tln' uuniiier In which 
llicy met the difficulties in tlin way OL 
civic Improvement would lead me to be- 
lieve, liad I not known them, that, ivere 
they to come down to tholr business! 
iii the morning and llnd tlie premises 
locked, tlii'v u-ould lie sii discouraged 
that instead of trying to unlock thi! 
door, tliev would return homo. 

The mayor linally asked the writer: 
"r>o the property owners want the .work 
d<uio this yenr?" As you know, sir; 
it is only spring yet, so I made bold 
to iiitlinali' tiiat We had l)een iiopin;; 
that son'.etliiiiit would be done". He an- 
nounced that it was iinpossible, an this 
work would mean an extension of wat« 
01' and sewer mains, fo? which there 
v.-as no money. 

-Now tills is a siatement of fact t am 
quite \',-IHing to :iei'ept fi-iiin him, hut it 
is sL'i'ioui: nc'.vs, inasiuueli as 1 per- 
sonally know of some score of people 
v.lio contoniplste erecting fine houses 
in the vicinity effected very shortly 
imil who cannot do so if hampered In 
this way. 

ir the mayor Iiad addefl Unit lui 
ilinuglit tlu! work would )i> ;i good one, 
and timt lie would laki- early steps to 
ovrrconie tiiis diffleu;i>'. v.'c would 
kr.ow w hi ro we stand. -Are ^■,■e to as- 
.sinn-:- that ovir city Is to .stop growlnii 
and r''iu;iln at a slaiidst ill '.' 

Tiien .Mrlerniaii I liMidi'rson st.ated that 
botii Cook .--dr.'et and Linden avenue 
could not be pnved, since tile owners 
of portions .of the property to be af- 
fected liad oni'(> iietitioned for maca- 
dam, that v.'ould have ti.> .stand, even 
tiiough they wi're willing to iniy more 
for a iietter material. He aiiparently 
fears tliat the iiroperty owners will take 
ad\-antag'' of the city by some sliari) 
praetk'e, and rrpudiate the cost, un- 
less the couneil are earefnl, so tlie mat- 
ter was referred to the city solicitor I'or 
Ills opinion. 

Now; If 1 enter into a contract with 
a man to build a frame houso for nie, 
and later desire to substitute stone, 
I would have no difficulty In coming to 
satisfactory terms with the contractor, 
and I submit that If the owners of 
property honestly desire to substitute 
and pay for superior 'worlt, tlie council 
can find business ways of meeting 
them. 

If the finding of the city solicitor 
is not In keeping with this view, we 
propose .to get the 'oest legal opinion In 
ilH^ country ou the matter but this 
sliould ,not be necessary.
